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Hoarding 
proposal 
for M6 
is revived 

PLANS for a huge advertis¬ 
ing hoarding next to the M6 
have been revived again, to 
the dismay of opponents. 

Developer St Francis 
Group and Opus Land 
wants to build what it has 
dubbed the Sandwell Gate¬ 
way on land off Wood Green 
Road, Wednesbury, by junc¬ 
tion nine. 

This is the third appli¬ 
cation for a hoarding in 
that vicinity received by 
Sandwell Council since 
2008. 

It differs from the others 
in that it is smaller - the 
woven canvas panels will 
be 65ft tall, with the bottom 
of the panels sitting 55ft off 
ground level, so it will be 
around 120ft high. 

Bosses said advertising 
revenue from the hoarding 
would help fund the cre¬ 
ation of a third industrial 
unit at their nearby Opus 
Blueprint development. 

They also said it would 
provide a landmark for 
Sandwell. 

Pank Patel, headteacher 
of Wood Green Academy, 
said: “We’re not happy 
about this at all. We do 
think this is inappropriate. 
We are looking into what we 
can do to oppose this.” 

He added: “We’ve seen 
some impressions of what it 
might look like and it would 
tower above the school and 
leave pupils in its shadow.”

Sharon Wood, a teaching assistant who 
runs Vintage Duo’s Vintage Fairs as a 
hobby, has organised events in Walsall and 
was behind the one at Wednesbury Town 
Hall last weekend.

A CORONER wants to know more about how paramed¬ 
ics dealt with a baby who died after a pistachio nut shell 
became lodged in his throat. 

Gauravdeep Bassi, who was seven months old, had been crawling 
on the floor at his home in Hill Top, West Bromwich, on November 17 
when he put the shell into his mouth. His mother Rajwinder Kaur im¬ 
mediately called for an ambulance when he became unable to breathe, 
Smethwick Coroners Court heard on Monday 


But while paramedics had arrived within 
three minutes, Mrs Kaur said they had 
made no attempted to remove the object. 

The inquest was told crews may ‘not have 
been fully aware of the situation’ and the 
shell had not been removed until arrival at 
Sandwell Hospital. 

Attempts to revive the baby were unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

Pathologist Tamas Morton said the shell 
had been lodged for more than 21 minutes. 
“All of my observations show there was no 
underlying medical condition,” he said. 

“In this case I have to rely on circumstan¬ 
tial evidence. I would give the medical cause 
of death as accidental airway obstruction.” 

Mr Morton said the baby’s life might have 
been saved if an emergency tracheotomy 
had been carried out while en route to the 
hospital. 

Procedures 

Senior coroner for the Black Country Mr 
Robin Balmain adjourned the inquest to 
hear from a representative from the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

He said he wanted to know if crews were 
trained to give this procedure and to hear 
more about how paramedics responded in 
this case. 

Mrs Kaur told the inquest who said she 
had been in the house with her sister and 
nephew. They were all in the same room. 

“I was cleaning away toys at the time and 
I do not know when the baby got down on 
the floor,” she said. 

“No-one saw him pick up the shell. I 
heard his breathing and knew something 
was wrong. 

“I did not know it was a nut shell I just 
knew he had put something in his mouth. I 
called for an ambulance.” 

Mrs Kaur said before crews had arrived 
she and other members of the family had

tried to dislodge the object by patting her 
son on the back. 

On the advice of ambulance service staff 
on the phone they had also carried out chest 
compressions until paramedics had arrived. 

“When they arrived they checked his 
breathing and his neck and took him 
straight away.” 

Mr Balmain said: “I want to hear from 
the ambulance service.” 

The inquest will resume at a date still to 
be set. West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has declined to comment until its conclu¬ 
sion. 


Flats plan 
for old 
cinema 
building 

A DISUSED cinema could 
be given a new lease of life 
as apartments if plans to 
transform it are approved. 

The scheme is for the old 
Beacon Cinema in Brass- 
house Lane, Smethwick. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council to 
turn the building into four 
apartments. 

Parvinder Kaur, of Tam- 
worth, has applied to con¬ 
vert the building. 

There would be 13 car 
parking spaces. 

In 2012 a plan to convert 
the cinema into a 24-cover 
restaurant and a hot food 
takeaway with three loft- 
style was dropped. 

The previous application 
received letters of objection 
from former ward coun¬ 
cillor Paramjit Randhawa 
on behalf of residents and 
neighbours and one from 
the North Smethwick De¬ 
velopment Trust. 

Mrs Randhawa, who is 
also a trust board member, 
tjhis week said: “A restau¬ 
rant might have brought 
with it noise, and parking 
problems. 

“Apartments would prob¬ 
ably provide a better solu¬ 
tion to the issues raised in 
objections to the previous 
plans.” 

Mrs Sue Howarth, chief 
executive of the develop¬ 
ment trust, added: “This 
plan is preferable to the res¬ 
taurant idea.” 

Cigarette sale 
shop is fined 

A SHOP in Oldbury has 
been fined after twice sell¬ 
ing cigarettes to underage 
customers. 

It was caught in Sandwell 
Council trading standards 
sting when an underage 
volunteer tried to buy ciga¬ 
rettes. It followed a warning 
after a previous operation. 

Mohammed Farooq, di¬ 
rector of Tividale Foodstore, 
Tividale Road, pleaded 
guilty on behalf of the shop 
to one offence. Magistrates 
fined him £600 plus costs 
and a surcharge of £810.

A MAN downloaded computer 
games before burning them on to 
discs and selling them through an 
online site, a court heard. 

Martin Beckett was caught after 
an officer from Sandwell Council 
trading standards spotted a web ad¬ 
vertisement for cheap games. 

Officers discovered he was run¬ 
ning a small-scale operation secretly 
from his mother’s home in West 


Bromwich. H he would download 
games then cut them to order. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard the officer contacted a num¬ 
ber on the Gumtree advert, belong¬ 
ing to Beckett, and arranged to buy 
some games. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on 
behalf of the council, said the officer 
visited an address in Churchwell 
Gardens, and Beckett handed him 


the games he had ordered. He asked 
if Beckett, aged 37, had any others 
and he was shown a list of Xbox 360 
and Wii games. Officers then ob¬ 
tained a search warrant. 

Mr Jackson said: “What was 
going on here was effectively sell 
to order.” His home address, in 
Telford Close, Hill Top, was also 
searched but nothing was found. 

Beckett admitted 17 counts of 


counterfeiting and sale of trade¬ 
mark console games. In mitigation, 
Mr Ecky Tiwana said: “It is low- 
level, it is unsophisticated, he ad¬ 
vertised on Gumtree for everyone 
to see, and it is low profit.” 

Beckett recieved a 34-week jail 
term suspended for two years. He 
will be electronically tagged to ad¬ 
here to a four-month curfew and 
must pay £500 prosecution costs. 


Screwdriver attacker 
gets cut in jail term 


A THUG who stabbed a bouncer in the face 
with a rusty screwdriver has convinced top 
judges his jail sentence was too long. 

Renato Likaj repeatedly lunged atclub doorman 
Christopher Hankin, striking him with the sharp 
tool and a broken bottle after threatening to kill him 
less than an hour before. 

Likaj, aged 39, of Chamberlain Walk, Smethwick, was 


Hundreds 
conned out 
of money 

MORE than 360 people in 
Sandwell and Dudley have 
lodged complaints after be¬ 
ing duped by con artists.

Judge Michael Stokes QC at 
Nottingham Crown Court, 
after he admitted last De¬ 
cember wounding with in¬ 
tent. 

But three judges at the 
Appeal Court upheld Likaj’s 
sentence appeal , saying he 
received insufficient credit 
for his guilty plea and re¬ 
duced the term to seven- 
and-a-half years. 

Mr Justice Mitting said 
Likaj, who was originally 
from Albania, was ejected 
from a Nottingham city cen¬ 
tre bar after a spat with a 
fellow reveller and got into a 
row with door staff at about 
2.30am on September 15, 
2013. 

When Mr Hankin told 
Likaj to leave, he threatened 
to kill the bouncer, saying: 
“I’m coming back, just you 
watch, I’m coming back”. 

He made good on his 
promise, but failed in an at¬ 
tempt to punch Mr Hankin, 
35, before leaving again. 

Likaj returned again at 
3.20am as the club was clos¬ 
ing, punching a member of 
the door staff and forcing 
his way into the bar where 
he launched into an attack 
on Mr Hankin with a broken 
bottle and a screwdriver. 

He plunged the screw¬ 
driver through Mr Hankin’s 
cheek, dislodging a tooth 
and forcing the rusty tool 
all the way through to the 
opposite side of his mouth. 

Mr Hankin needed four 
sutures to close the wound. 

On appeal, Likaj’s barris¬ 
ter argued the judge erred 
over the sentence discount, 
which the judges accepted.

Officers have cut off the 
electricity supply and the 
plants and been removed by 
the West Midlands Police 
force’s cannabis disposal 
team. 

SpokeswomanDeb Ed¬ 
monds said: “Officers dis¬ 
covered an industrial-sized 
cannabis factory in an in¬ 
dustrial unit. 

“No one was inside the 
unit at the time. 

“The electricity has now 
been made safe and the can¬ 
nabis disposal team will be 
visiting the property.” 

It is not yet known how 
many cannabis plants in 
total were inside the unit, 
nor the potential value of 
the plants if they had been 
harvested and sold on the 
streets.

MP keeps pressing for tougher knife sentences

AN MP has stepped up his cam¬ 
paign for prison sentences for peo¬ 
ple caught carrying knives in the 
wake of the first anniversary of the 
death of Christina Edkins. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris has called for the 
mandatory punishment since the 
16-year-old was stabbed to death on 
her way to Leasowes High School, 
Halesowen in March last year. 

She was attacked by Philip Simel- 
ane, who admitted manslaughter on 
the grounds of diminished responsi¬ 


bility and was given an indetermi¬ 
nate hospital order. 

Speaking in the Commons last 
week, Mr Morris said a mandatory 
prison sentence should be given to 
‘send the strongest signal that car¬ 
rying knives is unacceptable and 
will be punished’. 

Justice Secretary Chris Grayling 
said he wanted to change the sen¬ 
tencing policy on knife crime as part 
of an ongoing review. Mr Morris 
signed amendments to the Crimi¬ 
nal Justice and Courts Bill, which 


would mean a six-month minimum 
jail sentence for adults convicted of 
carrying a knife for a second time. 

Mr Morris said: “I promised 
Christina Edkins’s family that I 
would take up the issue of knife 
crime and would campaign for a 
change in the law to make sure 
that people caught carrying illegal 
knives receive the prison sentences 
they deserve. 

“The government has done a lot 
already to toughen up knife laws, 
including ending simple police cau¬ 


tions for carrying an illegal knife 
and introducing minimum sen¬ 
tences for people convicted of using 
one, but we need to go further to 
make sure that people know that 
carrying an illegal knife will be 
treated the same as carrying a gun. 

“he government is restricted by 
what can be agreed with coalition 
partners, but I believe that this 
issue is so important that we must 
put it forward in the Commons and 
if other parties want to vote it down, 
they will have to explain why. 


Teens found guilty over 
spate of racist attacks 


FIVE teenagers have been found guilty of 
involvement in four racist attacks, which in¬ 
cluded an eight-year-old boy being slapped 
and spat at as his family left a mosque. 

District Judge Terence English told them last 
week they should not think they will be going home 
when they face sentence later this month. 

The 15 and 16 year old, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, were found guilty

On October 16, a 68-year- 
old Asian man was verbally 
abused by a group of youths 
at the corner of Trinity 
Street and Lawrence Lane, 
before being assaulted by 
one of them. 

The next day a frail man, 
70, was walking from a 
mosque in Highgate Street 
when he was racially abused 
. One assaulted him. 

On October 20 an Asian 
man in his 40s was in his 
car outside a takeaway 
in Cradley Heath when it 
was damaged to the point 
of being written off, after 
being kicked by a gang. Ra¬ 
cial slurs were heard. 

On October 24, a young 
family were leaving a 
mosque on Plant Street 
when they were verbally 
and racially abused before 
an eight-year-old boy was 
slapped and spat at. 

The five will be sentenced 
at Sandwell Youth Court on 
May 29. A 17-year-old, who 
cannot be named, pleaded 
guilty to racially-aggravated 
assaults.

Miss Astle claims she was escorted by 
stewards - something the club denies, 
instead claiming that she was politely 
asked to move to pre-agreed distribu¬ 
tion spots outside the stadium. 

After her announcement on Twit¬ 
ter, others responded with their sup¬ 
port. Popular freelance broadcaster 
Adrian Goldberg, who does work for 
BBC WM radio, wrote: “Claire Astle 
@astlel968 escorted from #wba car 
park for trying to highlight plight of 
Dad who was one of club’s greatest 


servants. Baffling.” Paul Green wrote 
to the 35-year-old Miss Astle: “Es¬ 
corted out of the Astle Gates. Shock¬ 
ing irony there. As a steward at WBA 
I’m sorry that it happened. ” 

Miss Astle was still let into the 
ground to see Albion lose 1-2 . She 
added: “Although I feel disgusted, 
today was dad’s day and the support¬ 
ers’ day and that’s what’s important.”

Mother killed after she 
jumped from platform 


A WOMAN’S state of mind before she was hit 
by a train in Smethwick will never be known 
for certain, an inquest heard. 

Mother-of-one Kiran Salim Siddiqi was diagnosed 
with paranoid schizophrenia in 1998, Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court heard. 

The 37-year-old divorcee had medicated her illness and 


always cooperated with men! 
relapses of problems over 
the years, when she would 
have delusions, the court 
was told. 

Ms Siddiqi, of Wellington 
Road, Edgbaston, died after 
being hit by a non-stopping 
train travelling through 
Smethwick Galton Bridge 
station on November 30.

The former Tividale Community Arts 
College was among several schools in the 
region which previously had a police base 
on site at the same time as Parkheld was 
using metal detectors. 

It was before Tividale took on its current 
moniker of Ormiston Sandwell Community 
Academy. 

Councillor Ian Jones oversaw children’s 
services at Sandwell Council when that 
move was made, before taking on his cur¬ 
rent role as jobs chief. 

The police officer was based in the care¬ 
taker’s house at the Lower City Road school 


and also worked in other schools in the vi¬ 
cinity. 

He said: “There was a direct presence on 
site and the police used to go into school 
rooms and interact with pupils on a regular 
basis. It became an accepted part of schools’ 
drive to improve behaviour and it was con¬ 
sidered a success.” 

Mrs Maguire, aged 61, was due to retire 
in September and had been working only 
four days a week before she was fatally in¬ 
jured at Corpus Christi Catholic College in 
Leeds.

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ARE the Liberal Democrats still a 
mainstream political party? 

A look at the lists of candi¬ 
dates nominated for council 
elections in the West Midlands 
would suggest not. They have 
only managed to put someone 
up to stand for them in just over 
a quarter of the seats up for 
grabs in the Black Country, Can¬ 
nock Chase and Wyre Forest. 

Nick Clegg was the butt of 
Labour’s joke in its latest par¬ 
ty political broadcast, a snide 
piece of class warfare that was 
an unfunny parody of B-movie 
sci-fi combined with Harry En¬ 
field’s Mr Cholmondley Warner; 
with not a single piece of policy 
to be seen. 

It portrayed the Lib Dem lead¬ 
er as an ‘un-credible shrinking 
man’ over broken promises such 
as scrapping tuition fees. The 
sad thing for the Deputy Prime 
Minister is he’s a man being 
kicked when he is down. 

And while the Black Country 
was never really Liberal Demo¬ 
crat heartland, pop over the bor¬ 
der into Cannock Chase and it 
was only four years ago that they 
were the biggest party. Now they 
have people standing for them in 
just six out of 13 wards. 

So no-one can really blame 
Labour for making an appeal to 
the disaffected voters who have 
abandoned the Lib Dems. They 
need a champion and Ed Milib¬ 
and wants to be it. 

Shrewd 

It’s a shrewd, if spitefully han¬ 
dled, move to try to bring them 
into the fold, given that the Euro¬ 
pean Union cheerleaders stand 
utterly opposed to the prime rai¬ 
son d’etre of Ukip (Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s recent ex-Lib Dem turned 
Ukip councillor Malcolm Gwin¬ 
nett aside). 

I rang up the Lib Dem press 
office to put the question of 
whether they are still a main¬ 
stream party to them.The man 
who answered the phone sound¬ 
ed as though it was the most ri¬ 
diculous thing he’d ever heard, 
as though I was asking if the sun 
was going to rise tomorrow. He 
replied: “Well, of course we are, 
we’re in government.” 

Later on I got the reply that 
the party was still fielding more 
candidates than Ukip anywhere 
else in the country. After weeks 
of reading about the Euroscep¬ 
tics, I wouldn’t blame anyone for 
having Farage Fatigue. But Ukip 
are presenting themselves as a 
mainstream party now - around 
here anyway. They have a frac¬ 
tion of the party membership of 
the Tories but managed to stand 
in the vast majority of wards. 

The Conservatives, as the 
senior party in Government, 
should be standing everywhere 
without exception. But they 
failed to apply to put anyone 
up in West Bromwich Central, 
leaving a two-horse race - La¬ 
bour and Ukip. Anyone there 
who might put themselves to the 
right of centre may feel pretty 
cheesed off at the lack of choice. 


VITRIOLIC Apprentice candi¬ 
date turned self-styled national 
treasure Katie Hopkins revealed 
her concerns about the UK’s 
chances in the Eurovision song 
contest at the weekend. 

Correctly, as it turned out, she 
predicted that Britain’s Molly 
Smitten-Downes would strug¬ 
gle to win favour with the inter¬ 
national judging panel ahead of 
Saturday’s showdown.

Vote was answer to 


women’s prayers 


high-profile churchwomen. The former 
vicar of the Church of the Good Shep¬ 
herd and St John in West Bromwich is 
now best known as chaplain to House of 
Commons Speaker John Bercow. 

She is also a chaplain to the Queen, is 
priest vicar at Westminster Abbey, and 
is hotly tipped to become one of Britain’s 
first female bishops. 

Mrs Thorneycroft is now retired from 
full-time ministry, although she is at the 
moment working as interim team rector 
in Central Telford Parish. 

Despite being born into Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s prominent Mander family - which 
dominated civic life in Wolverhampton 
for nearly two centuries - Mrs Thorney¬ 
croft said until she became involved in 
the campaign, she had never considered 
herself a political type. 

Pioneering 

“I’m not a very political animal, re¬ 
ally, it was the first time in my life I had 
become politically involved with some¬ 
thing,” she says. “We were pioneering, 
pushing doors and boundaries all the 
time, and facing setbacks from people 
who were intransigent or even rude. 

“It was a heady time and I did have to 
get involved in frontline stuff, but now I 
have been able to get away from all the 
politics. In the end, if you do a good job, 
people do change their minds.” 

She recalls the vote which paved the 
way for the ordination of women at 
Church House, Westminster, in 1992. 

“We were in the overflow in the Meth¬ 
odist Central Hall,” she says. “It was 
nail-biting. It was so close, no-one could 
work out if the vote had been passed. It 
was, by two votes. The place erupted.” 

Not that she supported the methods 
of all campaigners. “Some of the women 
were very strident about it, and I didn’t 
have much time for all that,” she says. 

“The anniversary of the ordination 
will be marked by a Thanksgiving Ser¬ 
vice at Lichfield Cathedral on May 17. 
Celebrations to mark the anniversary 
have been also been held in London. 


Tense time, but women 
priests felt so excited to 
be a part of history, as 
Mark Andrews reports 


THE police were on standby to 
ensure there would not be any 
trouble. There were rumours 
that potential demonstrators 
may be in the congregation. 

And when the Bishop of Lichfield 
asked whether anyone objected to 
the women before him being or¬ 
dained as priests, the atmosphere 
was tense, to say the least. 

“It was a bit like at a wedding, and 
we were all wondering whether any¬ 
body would say anything,” said Rev Preb 
Pippa Thorneycroft, who was one of the 
first 51 women to be ordained at Lich¬ 
field Cathedral 20 years ago. 

Responsible 

The day marked the end of years of 
campaigning by Mrs Thorneycroft, who 
lives in Albrighton, near Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. As the Diocesan advisor for women, 
she was also responsible for taking care 
of the other prospective priests during 
the service. 

But the 70-year-old says apart from 
the brief tense moment when the Bishop 
asked if there were any objections, she 
felt strangely calm. 

“There was a part of me very excited 
about being part of history, but there 
was part of me feeling responsible for 
the other 50 women who were being or¬ 
dained,” she said. 

At the time, her husband John was the 
Diocesan Registrar, and it was he who 
handed his wife her letters of order after 
being accepted as a priest. She already 
had six years’ experience as a deacon. 

Mrs Thorneycroft began her ministry 
as a curate in Albrighton, before being 
appointed priest-in-charge at Shareshill,

between Cannock and Wolverhampton, 
in 1996. She later served as minis¬ 
ter for the parish of Tettenhall Wood, 
which included Christ Church and The 
Church of the Good Shepherd in Cas- 
tlecroft, and for 13 years she combined 
her parish work with the post of chap¬ 
lain to the Queen. Not that it was al¬ 
ways easy in the early days. 

“Repeatedly people said at baptisms 
and funerals ‘if I had known it was a 
woman taking the service I would not 
have come’,” she says. And it wasn’t 
just the men who objected. At my 


church, at Shareshill, it was mostly the 
women,” she says. 

“I’ve heard about it coming from the 
men at other churches, but at mine it 
was the women. 

“Many left, but most later returned. 
Some of them later said they had 
changed their minds, and they became 
friends, but there was one woman 
though who just left and never came 
back.” 

Also ordained at the same time was 
Rose Hudson-Wilkin, who went on 
to become one of the country’s most

Hope over 
repairs at 
club hit by 
lorry crash 


BOSSES at a social club in Wednesbury hope 
to ‘get back to normal’ when work finally be¬ 
gins to repair severe damage caused when a 
lorry ploughed through a wall on Boxing Day. 

Polish lorry driver Henryk Jackowski, aged 55, 
was killed when his vehicle smashed into the Royal 
British Legion base in Church Hill. 


Five months on from 
the tragedy, the club said 
members are still coming to 
terms with what happened.

“All of the contracts have 
now been signed and the 
bricklayers will begin work. 
Hopefully once that is done 
we can get back to normal. 

“The damaged part of the 
building is still boarded up. 
It has been the same since 
December.” 

He said the smash had

impacted the club in many 
ways - with around £2,000 
lost in takings over the 
course of the year due to the 
loss of facilities. 

“The lorry went into the 
games room which is where 
the snooker table was,” he 
said. “Because we have not 
had that for five months a 
lot of members who use to 
play a game of snooker have 
gone to other places.” 

Mr Jones said some of 
those who had been in the 
building on the night of the 
crash had only come back on 
a few occasions. “It is very 
sad but people were under¬ 
standably very upset,” he 
added. 

Just over a week later, the 
club was dealt a second blow 
when it was raided and two 
games machines were forced 
open and cash stolen.

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Crossing group claims 
success on pupil safety

A GROUP of parents at a 
school in Smethwick think 
they have the solution to beat 
the school run woes. 

Annoyed that the roads around 
their school were constantly 
blocked by cars, four parents from 
George Betts Primary Academy 
in West End Avenue took it upon 
themselves to form a new safety 
group called, Keep Crossing. 

At the start and end of every school 
day they put on their high visibility 
jackets and patrol the street outside 
their school for half an hour, directing 
traffic and advising parents on park¬ 
ing. 

Jane Roberts, the organisation’s 
founder said: “We are always hearing 
people on the news saying they are 
sick of people parking outside schools, 
but nobody ever seems to be able to 
come up with a solution - we are the 
solution. By just directing traffic and 
stopping people parking in the wrong 
place we have been able to ease conges¬ 
tion and make the road safer for our 
children.” 

The group made up of Jane Roberts, 
Richard Mason, Alison Whitehouse 
and Melinda Kaur - who each have 
children at the school - have been 
keeping the roads outside their school 
clear for four years. 

They believe that for a £300 - £400 
investment they could provide a school 
with equipment and a course to teach 
other parents and volunteers how to 
manage illegal parking and alleviate 

C °Wrs Roberts said: “I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it when I heard that Sandwell 
Council where going to spend £45,000 
on a ‘spy car’ to sit outside schools 
to catch people, when we have been 
doing something that is cheaper and 
has been proven to work, for the last 
four years.” 


Once introduced the car will regu¬ 
larly visit 110 schools, enforcing park¬ 
ing around road crossings on routes to 
schools and other locations where ille¬ 
gal and unsafe parking is a problem. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabi¬ 
net member for highways and envi¬ 
ronment, said: “We carried out a trial 


last year, which was well received by 
residents, staff and parents when the 
vehicle was spotted around schools. 

“The planned vehicle will provide a 
comprehensive service.”

Milestone joy for centre 
set up to boost elderly 


A DAY centre which has been 
looking after a town’s elder¬ 
ly residents for 30 years has 
celebrated its milestone an¬ 
niversary. 

Ryders Green Methodist Day 
Centre on Greets Green Road in 
West Bromwich was set up on 
April 17, 1984, when a member 
of the affiliated church wanted to 
offer more facilities to elderly res¬ 
idents. 

Ten years later it was revamped and 
official reopened by Betty Boothroyd, 
who was then MP and speak of the 
House of Commons. 

Since first opening the day centre 
has become an established service 
for the town, with its own transport 
to pick up and drop off for around 80 
users every week that take part in a 
number of activities. 

The centre also provides hot meals 
for those who visit, and puts on events 
to mark special days in the calendar 
as well as one-off themed shows once 
every year. 

Last week a special event was held 
to celebrate the birthday, with a ser¬ 
vice at the church and a host of invited 
guests, including the Deputy Mayor of 
Sandwell, enjoying a buffet. 

Manager Pat Briscoe has been at 
the centre for 29 years, joining shortly 
after it opened, and says one of the 
main changes has been the average 
age of users - when it first opened they 
were in their 60s, and now average 87. 

She said: “I think there’s a large 
number of people, to be catered for. 

Also as a society our expectation 
of their needs is much higher - we 
wouldn’t expect people to sit at home 
day after day, week after week. 

“As a preventative service, if we can 
keep individuals spirits up there’s less 
chance of depression and other associ¬ 
ated illnesses setting in.

“We are trying now to keep as many 
people as possible in their own homes 
for as long as possible, and day care 
really helps that.” 

Pat said that, when the centre first

£9m health 
centre plan

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
authority’s regeneration 
chief, said: “It’s a sham¬ 
bles. When the PCTs were 
abolished, it left a black 
hole in funding, which we 
knew about. At the moment 
though, there is no tangible 
planning application for a 
health centre We’ve been 
strung along for more than 
10 years on this. I’m no

longer confident new plans 
are coming.” 

Ward Councillor Elaine 
Costigan said: “I can’t be¬ 
lieve it. Why on earth would 
they do that? Wednesbury 
residents need this to hap¬ 
pen as soon as possible.” 

The scheme has been 
long in the pipeline and was 
originally dubbed the ‘2010 
project’ - when it was due 
to be completed. The Mail¬ 
ing Health closed on April 
11 this year, forcing around 
2,500 patients to relocate, as 
the centre was not built to 
relocate that surgery yet. 

NHS England decided not 
to extend the practice’s five- 
year contract. Bosses at the 
cash-strapped council have 
said they cannot bank land 
indefinitely for the benefit 
of the NHS, if no progress is 
due to be made on schemes.

SIXTY years ago,Black Country 
football stood at the very summit. 

Last Thursday marked the anniver¬ 
sary of Albion’s 1954 FA Cup triumph 
which brought to a climax what must 
be considered the finest season in the 
history of the region’s football. 

In these few square miles of hotly-con¬ 
tested turf between Molineux and The Haw¬ 
thorns, come the evening of May 1, 1954, 
English football had to concede supremacy. 
Wolves, champions a week earlier, had de¬ 
prived their neighbours of what would have 
been the 20th century’s first double. 

For compensation, runners-up Albion 
had to content themselves with a 3-2 FA 
Cup triumph over Preston North End, an¬ 
other major force at the time. 

But the dual triumph made the pair the 
kings of the era while writing an epic chap¬ 
ter to a rivalry that thrives to this day. The 
surviving members of the thousands of 
Baggies fans who poured down to Wembley 
will be dwindling in numbers now but they

surely cling to the memory of this period. 
This would be the start of Wolves’ greatest 
years with a team that swept forward pow¬ 
erfully and quickly and thrilled to the wing 
play of Mullen and Hancocks. 

Albion’s rise with an older group of play¬ 
ers which did not have the youthful back-up 
Stan Cullis had foreseen at Molineux, would 
be more short-lived. But the team of ’54 is 
no less fabled. Coached by the under-re¬ 
garded Vic Buckingham, they produced the 
kind of game with which Hungary had hu¬ 
miliated England the previous November. 

“The Team of the Century” one commen¬ 
tator memorably labelled them and to this 
day they are still regarded as the club’s fin- 
est.With Wolves winning their first Cham¬ 
pionship, there would be one further echo 
of this collision of rivals and stylists the 
following September when they contested 


the Charity Shield. As was the custom, the 
game was staged at the home of the league 
champions and 45,000 fans gathered at Mo¬ 
lineux to see the fireworks. And fireworks 
they got as Albion twice came back from 
two-goal deficits to draw the game 4-4. 

Watching from the sidelines, a young 
member of the Wolves groundstaff had 
his imagination fired. Ron Atkinson says 
today: “There was no-one taking any pris¬ 
oners. But they were two fantastic teams, 
it’s as simple as that. We all just watched in 
wonder really.” 

Behind the outcome of this Wolves-Albion 
head-to-head 60 years ago, lie all manner 
of curiosities and even conspiracy theo- 
riesBack then, representative football took 
priority and having largely ignored the 66- 
goal partnership between Ronnie Allen and 
Johnnie Nicholls, the FA’s selection panel 
suddenly picked both for a Scotland-Eng- 
land game at Hampden on the same day 
Albion would be facing Wolves. 

The gold and black would be without Billy 
Wright and Jimmy Mullen for the same 


reason but absence of the two forwards was 
deemed a greater loss in most circles. Was 
there mischief to this? The Albion corner 
will always believe the influential Wright 
recommended the Allen-Nicholls call-ups 
to balance out his team’s handicap. Wolves 
won the game 1-0 but the reverberations 
continued for many a year. 

The outstanding ‘playmaker’ Ray Barlow 
had to play up front and having scored a 
couple against Wolves the previous sea¬ 
son, legend has it Wolves defender Bill 
Shorthouse gave him a blunt warning: “You 
won’t be scoring two today, mate.” 

Whether by accident or design, Barlow 
took a meaty challenge from Shorthouse 
and limped out to passenger status on the 
wing. When, years later, Allen took over as 
Wolves manager one of his first acts was to 
give youth coach Shorthousehis cards. 

Separately, Albion and Wolves went toe- 
to-toe as fiercely as ever to dispute the big¬ 
gest club trophies football had to offer back 
then.But together, on this night 60 years 
ago, they reigned supreme.

MORE than 1,100 people 
have had their say in a con¬ 
sultation on multi-million 
pound plans to cut conges¬ 
tion at Birchley Island in 
Oldbury. 

Transport bosses at 
Sandwell Council held a 
consultation to gauge pub¬ 
lic opinion on four possible 
options. 

Around 700 people filled 
in online questionnaires 
and another 100 people sent 
in replies by post. The coun¬ 
cil’s Facebook page also had 
more than 350 comments. 

Traffic is heavy around 
the island at peak times. 

Option A, estimated to 
cost £10.5 million, would 
see the M5 link widened 
with traffic lights put on all 
approach roads. The second 
potential scheme would in¬ 
clude option A, but would 
also involve extending 
the Wolverhampton Road 
through the roundabout 
to create a two-way ‘ham¬ 
burger’ island. That could 
cost around £12.7m. 

Option C, potentially the 
most expensive at an esti¬ 
mated £14m, would be al¬ 
most the same at option B 
except the Wolverhampton 
Road would only go across 
the roundabout in one di¬ 
rection, northbound, and a 
one-way link from the M5 
to Churchbridge would be 
created. 

The final £12.9m scheme 
would see a traffic junction 
created similar to that at 
Burnt Tree, Dudley.

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Yobs' reign of terror 
ends with injunctions 


A FAMILY of yobs who terror¬ 
ised their neighbours for six 
years have been given two 
year anti-social behaviour in¬ 
junctions. 

Eugene Bird, aged 54, and 
his sons, Sean, 21, and Michael, 
19, have been verbally abusing, 
threatening and intimidating lo¬ 
cal residents and emergency ser¬ 
vices since 2008. 

The men even threw stones at fire¬ 
fighters who were called to put out a 
blaze on the estate where they live. 
And they posted chilling Facebook pic¬ 
tures of themselves posing in masks. 

In one picture, Sean, who calls 
himself Pitbull is seen brazenly pos¬ 
ing with knives in a Scream mask. 
His brother Michael can also be seen 
smoking what appears to be a canna¬ 
bis joint. 

The trio, who have also stolen lead 
from properties and committed crim¬ 
inal damage and burglaries, were 
slapped with an ASBI when they ap¬ 
peared at Birmingham County Court 
this week. 

An ASBI, which is similar to an 
ASBO, is an injunction that stops a 
person from engaging in housing-re¬ 
lated anti-social behaviour and can 
only be issued to a council tenant. 

It was developed to help councils 
and housing associations tacking an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in social housing 
areas and is issued by a county court. 

The Birds’ council house on Ithon 
Grove in Kings Norton, Birmingham, 
was also repossessed as part of the 
order. The men are now not allowed 
to enter the area of Hawkesley Estate 
in Birmingham except to visit two spe¬ 
cific properties. 

If the men break their conditions of 
the ASBI, they face arrest and a possi¬ 
ble prison sentence.

ing Transformation said: “These in¬ 
junctions demonstrate support from 
the courts in protecting our commu¬ 
nities from this sort of behaviour. De¬ 
spite previous warnings and attempts 
to engage with this family the anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour and criminal activity 
continued so we had no alternative.”

UTC scheme site visit 
is backed by officers 



How the new technical college may look on completion in West Bromwich 


COUNCILLORS will be asked 
to visit the site earmarked for 
a new multi-million-pound 
university college that would 
cater for 600 students before 
making a final decision on 
the plans. 

The four-storey building is be¬ 
ing proposed by BAM Construc¬ 
tion on West Bromwich High 
Street at the site of the former 
Sandwell College. 

Called the Health Futures Uni¬ 
versity Technical College, the 
establishment would have 600 14-to- 
19-year-olds and 60 staff. 

The proposals were due before mem¬ 
bers of Sandwell Council’s planning 
committee yesterday, Wednesday, but 
planning officers had recommended 
that members visit the site ahead 
of deciding whether to approve the 
scheme. A final decision is expected to 
be made on June 18. 

A report, submitted as part of the 
planning application to Sandwell 
Council, reads: “This represents an 
opportunity to make a significant con¬ 
tribution to the on-going revitalisation 
of West Bromwich.” 

“Clearly the prominence of the site 
gives a fantastic opportunity for the 
UTC to present itself to the local com¬ 
munity, and also to repair the gap to 
the enclosure of the High Street with 
a high quality building to which will 
lift the feel of the surrounding area.” 

The aim of the college would be to 
support teenagers in full-time educa¬ 
tion with a focus on learning techni¬ 
cal skills. It is being sponsored by 23 
organisations including, principally, 
the University of Wolverhampton and 
West Midlands Ambulance Service. 

Training and technical specialisms 


taught at the college would be focused 
on health and health sciences. The 
building would fitted with the latest 
in health and scientific equipment as 
well as being designed to host large- 
scale projects. 

Health professionals from organi¬ 
sations such as West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service would teach students 


about their roles and working life, and 
real-life scenarios such as car crashes 
could also be re-enacted to give them 
a flavour of working life in the health 
professions. If permission is granted, 
it is expected the scheme could be fin¬ 
ished by September 2015, and would 
welcome in its first year students in 
years 10 and 12.

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some 
of our time on the quiet heroes 
from a wide variety of back¬ 
grounds, doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s largest NHS organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust saw 
a patient on a face-to-face basis 
one and a half million times and 
provides care from 150 loca¬ 
tions. This week we highlight: 

AMARDEEP SINGH 



LEADING the charge in the 
fight against HIV and other 
sexually transmitted infec¬ 
tions, Amardeep Singh is the 
lead pharmacist for HIV at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals Trust. 

It is a role which sees him work 
as part of a small team helping pa¬ 
tients manage the condition. 

Although the treatment of patients 
has improved dramatically over years, 
there is still more to do, and Amardeep 
is just the man to do it. 

Alongside his day job, Amardeep, 
aged 31 and from West Bromwich 
helps young pharmacists start their 
career in the NHS as a tutor of 
pre-registration pharmacists. 

He said: “I wanted to become a 
pharmacist after doing work experi¬ 
ence at the Birmingham Midland Eye 
Centre in 1999. I knew I wanted to do 
something clinical with my career.” 

After completing his Pharmacy 
degree at De Montfort University in 
Leicester, Amardeep spent a year in 
working in High Wycombe. 

Wanted 

He then had two years in Derby 
before returning to the hospital of 
his birth, Sandwell Hospital, as a ro¬ 
tational pharmacist, before snatching 
the chance of a lifetime to become the 
trust’s first HIV lead pharmacist. 

Amardeep said: “I knew I wanted 
to do the job eight years ago, after at¬ 
tending a seminar in Oxford and lis¬ 
tening to their HIV pharmacist speak 
about their role. 

“There was nothing like this when 
I came here, so when the opportunity 
came up to bring the Trust up to na¬ 
tional standards with this new role, I 
was very enthusiastic about it, read 
up and went on visits to nearby clinics 


and was then given the role.” The pa¬ 
tients have been benefiting from the 
HIV team since, with the team show¬ 
ing that they give good quality care. 

Amardeep commented: “I love my 
job. I like to see patients going from 
being very seriously ill to seeing an im¬ 
provement in their health and resum¬ 
ing a good standard of life, which is the 
reality of most patients with HIV. 

Challenge 

“We deal with patients who are 
sometimes socially marginalised, as 
sometimes HIV has a lot of stigma at¬ 
tached to it. My values are that I want 
to provide care for all, especially those 
who are most at need.” 

His next challenge is to set up an 
adherence clinic for patients who are 
not getting the right clinical outcomes. 
This will help by using motivational 
interviewing to get to the bottom of 


the issues that are affecting their pro¬ 
gress. 

Cricket fan, Amardeep combines his 
love of the sport with his passion for 
his work as HIV specialist with the in¬ 
ternational charity, ‘Cricket Without 
Boundaries’. The charity aims to chal¬ 
lenge the perception of HIV in Africa 
using cricket coaching. 

Amardeep has been to Kenya and 
Rwanda in recent years supporting the 
work of the charity. 

Outside of his HIV work, Amardeep 
enjoys kundalini yoga, and will be vis¬ 
iting a yoga festival in New Mexico, 
USA this year. 

He said: “I do yoga with a fantastic 
group of people and it has helped me 
physically, mentally and socially.” 

A keen Warwickshire cricket fan, 
Amardeep hopes to complete a level 
one coaching qualification in the near 
future.

Dylan Thomas: A Poet in

October 27, 2014 marks the 
centenary of the birth of Dylan 
Thomas, the Swansea-born poet 
who is now regarded as a giant of 
20th-century literature.

The final chapter of a 
remarkable life is told 


O ctober 27, 2014 marks the 

centenary of the birth of Dylan 
Thomas, the Swansea-born 
poet who is now regarded as a giant 
of 20th-century literature. 

We can expect heaps of 
programmes about him in the coming 
months (including a performance of 
his most famous work, Under Milk 
Wood, featuring a cast of famous 
Welsh faces, including Tom Jones, 
Sian Phillips and Matthew Rhys), but 
getting in first is this drama, Dylan 
Thomas: A Poet in New York, BBC2, 
9pm about his final days before his 
death at the age of 39 in 1953. 

Tom Hollander plays Thomas, 
despite admitting that he wasn’t 
particularly a fan before filming began. 

“I was aware of him although I didn’t 
know his poetry very well, but I got 
exposed to his best poetry,” says the 
actor. “I liked the way Andrew Davies 
had dramatised this man running out 
of road, as it were, in his life. He’d 
done it really well - he’s a great writer. 
That they should have even offered it 
to me was a wonderful thing.” 

As well as his writing, Thomas was 
famous for his voice thanks to the 


numerous times he appeared in 
public to read his own work - and 
getting his vocal characteristics right 
was crucial to Hollander’s 
performance. 

“Because he’s a very well recorded 
performer, it was very easy to 
discover what he sounded like as a 
recording artist. It was harder to find 
out what he sounded like as a man. I 
sense that he was putting on a 
performing voice, a declamatory 
poetry style, but he can’t have been 
talking like that in real life. Or maybe 
he was...” 

Although the focus of A Poet in New 
York is on the latter part of Thomas’s 
life, there are scenes in which he’s a 
younger man, which gave Hollander a 
weighty problem - Thomas piled on 
the pounds during his later years, 
becoming bloated thanks to his love 
of the demon drink. 

“Eating a lot made me feel ill and 
the whole thing made me feel 
dreadful. Without going into the details 
of it there were unpleasant physical 
side effects of overeating.” 

The story begins as Thomas arrives 
in the Big Apple, en route to 


Hollywood where he plans to write an 
opera with Stravinsky. 

The trip west is self-funded, but 
Thomas needs to raise the cash by 
taking part in a production of Under 
Milk Wood at Manhattan’s prestigious 
Poetry Centre, followed by a tour of 
talks and readings. But he never 
completed them. 

Friends later remarked how ill he 
looked during his stay in New York, 
and he was taken sick on several 
occasions before finally going gentle 
into that good night following a four- 
day coma. 

“It’s a sympathetic portrayal of self- 
destruction and it allows you to get 
inside him,” explains Hollander. 

“Tales of self-destruction 
themselves are often not fun to watch, 
but it’s because you see the two 
things at the same time - you see the 
poetry and everything that was 
greatest about him at the same time 
as you’re seeing him destroy himself.” 

The excellent supporting cast 
includes Essie Davis, Phoebe Fox, 
Ewen Bremner, Celt Llewellyn Jones, 
Jamie Ballard, Demetri Goritsas and 
Jason May.

He said: “I have engaged Bank of America 
Merrill Lynch to advise on the sale of Aston 
Villa. Above all, the debt I owe Aston Villa 
whether as owner, Chairman, custodian or 
simply as a fan is to put the club first. 

“To make good on that debt, I owe it to 
Villa to move on, and look for fresh, invig¬ 
orated leadership, if in my heart I feel I can 
no longer do the job. 

“The last several seasons have been week 
in, week out battles and having now come 


through this last season unfortunately 
limping amidst very meaningful injuries 
and constant sale rumours. 

“I feel further that now is the time for 
me to look for new ownership and thus new 
leadership. I have come to know well that 
fates are fickle in the business of English 
football. 

“And I feel that I have pushed mine well 
past the limit. I have asked the world of 
Paul Lambert and Paul Faulkner and they 
have both delivered selflessly. 

“On a personal level it is time for me to 
get on with other aspects of my career, fol¬ 


lowing a sale. I am appreciative of the sup¬ 
port I have received, even in these last years 
of comparative struggle when criticism was 
due, and will look on with others- with 
fingers crossed, for stronger future perfor¬ 
mance appropriate to our size and heritage.

There was to be no uplift¬ 
ing valediction, no rousing 
statement of support for 
Pepe Mel and his troubled 
tenure.

Behind the scenes at The Hawthorns, 
there is a clamour for Downing to succeed 
Pepe Mel and it is believed the long-serving 
coach would consider discussing the role 
with the hierarchy. 

Albion have confirmed Terry Burton as 
their new technical director with Richard 
Garlick moved aside into an administrative 
role. And one of Burton’s first tasks will be 
to sound out Downing about his intentions. 

He originally ruled himself out of the 
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running for the permanent role during his 
month-long stint as caretaker boss in De¬ 
cember and January. 

But it is understood the presence of di¬ 
rector of technical performance and scout¬ 
ing Dave McDonough was among the main 
stumbling blocks. McDonough has since 
departed. 

The former Wolves midfielder has the 
backing of Albion’s senior players but 
support extends beyond the squad, with 
other members of the coaching staff and 


recruitment department believing the Old¬ 
bury-born 48-year-old is ready for the top 
job. He has recently completed his UEFA 
Pro Licence and received plaudits from 
players for his role in keeping the Baggies 
in the Premier League this season. 

Mel’s failure to win over the squad meant 
Downing took charge of most training ses¬ 
sions from Monday-Friday as well as deliv¬ 
ering half-time team talks. 

Burton, whose appointment was con¬ 
firmed this week, will play a key role in the 
future. The former Wimbledon manager 
and Arsenal youth chief will be involved 


in drawing up a shortlist and interviewing 
potential candidates despite not starting of¬ 
ficially until June 1. 

Garlick, who spent just over a year as 
sporting and technical director after suc¬ 
ceeding Dan Ashworth, will become director 
of football administration. 

Chairman Jeremy Peace said: “Richard 
remains a key member of the board. How¬ 
ever, with the responsibilities of the posi¬ 
tion becoming increasingly wide-ranging, 
we felt it would be wise to split the role. 

“The appointment of Terry can only 
strengthen the club.”

LEEDS boss Brian McDermott has 
emerged as a surprise contender to 
replace Pepe Mel at Albion as Terry 
Burton prepared to lead the search 
for the new Baggies head coach. 

Sacked Manchester United manager David 
Moyes topped a digital poll to find out who fans 


want to take over at 
The Hawthorns. 

But McDermott shot to 
the top of several bookmak¬ 
ers’ lists less than 24 hours 
after Mel was shown the 
door with Chris Hughton 
and Malky Mackay thought 
to be outsiders at this stage. 

Burton, who briefly as¬ 
sisted Roy Hodgson during 
his spell as Albion head 
coach, is set to return to the 
club in the next 48 hours 
after holding face-to-face 
talks yesterday about a 
role assisting sporting and 
technical director Richard 
Garlick. 

Caretaker 

Ex-Albion captain Derek 
Mclnnes, who was last week 
named manager of the year 
in Scotland after leading Ab¬ 
erdeen to third in the SPL, 
is also a potential contender 
while former caretaker boss 
Keith Downing will need to 
decide whether to apply. 

Moyes is unlikely to be a 
realistic option despite top¬ 
ping the online poll. 

Moyes polled 32 per cent 
with more than 1,500 votes 
cast, with ex-Swansea boss 
Michael Laudrup second on 
17 per cent. Mel, 51, over¬ 
saw three wins and eight de¬ 
feats in 17 Premier League 
games at the helm after 
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being appointed in January 
and left yesterday by mutual 
consent. 

Garlick said: “Both Pepe 
and the club set out with the 
best intentions of making 
the appointment work.But 
it was in the best interests 
of both parties for there to 
be an amicable parting.” 

Mel’s daughter Iris Mel 
Montero responded to many 
affectionate messages from 
fans by tweeting: “Thank 
you very much for your af¬ 
fection. We love you too.” 

Albion’s FA Cup-winning 
captain Graham Williams 
identified his Baggies man¬ 
agement dream team in the 
wake of Pepe Mel’s exit. 

Williams wants to see 
Walsall boss Dean Smith 
join forces with Former Al¬ 
bion coach Terry Burton to 
stabilise the club. 

Burton looks set to return 
to the club he trained under 
Roy Hodgson from Decem¬ 
ber 2011 to March 2012 in 
an advisory capacity and 
was at the training ground 
on Monday for talks. 

“I hope Terry Burton 
comes in because he’s a good 
guy who knows his football 
and has been successful 
wherever he’s been,” said
